We thought ihc 
mailer had long since been settled. 

On last August 14, it will be recalled, Presi 
dent Rixiscvelt issued a statement in which he 
urged colle-ge- students and pros|K'eiivc eollcg 
stude nts lo continue their education. I he Presi 
ile ni |xiinted out. by way of explanation, that
